week will be the limitations on

At today's afternoon session an 
a m e n d m e n t by Senator Hicks, Re­ 
publican, Rockford was added to 
the house bill for an eight hopr 
day. 
This am en d m e n t provides 
th a t th e 
industrial 
commission 
f 
^httU fix hours for each industry 
wit th a t until this is done all fe­ 
male labor shall not w ork more 
than nin e hours a day or more 
than 56 hours a week. 
S enator Barr, Republican Joliet 
lost 26 to 22, an a m en d m e n t to 
provide for a fifty 
hour 
week. 
Senator Barbour, Republican Ev­ 
anston, also lost his proposal for 
5-1 hours. 
Various other am e n d m e n ts ex­ 
em pting certain classes of w ork­ 
ers were defeated, a m ajo rity of 
the senato rs believing th e indus­ 
trial commission t-houid be given 
that power. 
Even an exemption 
of hospital workers was not fav­ 
ored, Bince it was the belief th at 
the commission would see that 
nurses are not restricted. 
Senator 
B a ile y / 
Republican, 
Danville, proposed an am endm ent 
exempting cannery workers and it 
was tabled, thirty to eighteen and 
the bill sent to third reading. 
T he hill's fate still is in doubt 
as some senators said they would 
not vote for It in any form.

Charles Wan less, exalted cyclops 
of Abraham Lincoln Klan No. 30, 
Realm of Illinois, professed Ignor­ 
ance when asked to give authority 
for the initiation al 700 men at 
the fair grounds and said that the 
rites first had been planned for a 
nearby field. 
Rain necessitated 
in a change and “ some one” he 
said, suggested the fair ground. 
Mr. Wan less said the Klan had 
no more right to use th e state's 
property than any other persons, 
and that it c u r r e n t was used to 
light the coliseum th e Klan should 
pay for It. 
In reponse to a ques­ 
tion the cyclops 
declared 
the 
Klan takes no stand relative to 
race or religion. 
C. H. Wints, local restaurant 
owner, was asked if he visited the 
state fair grounds the night of 
May 26 and he replied that he did 
not remember.
